You may file your 

comments electronically through the FCC’s Electronic Comment Filing System using the docket number established in 

the Commission’s public notice for this proceeding, or you may address them to the Federal Communications 

Commission, Wireline Competition Bureau, Competition Policy Division, Washington, DC 20554, and include in your 

comments a reference to the § 63.71 Application of Global Crossing Telecommunications, Inc.  Comments should 

include specific information about the impact of this proposed discontinuance upon you or your company, including 

any inability to acquire reasonable substitute service.
